Is it possible to have the town vote for the exten- 
sion of the sewer, from Woburn Street to Eames 
Street, in the coming town meeting? 

Yes, it is possible, Whether or not the town will 
do it is another question, 

The Town Manager wants to have $245,000 ap- 
propriated for the construction of a new sewer main 
from the Woburn line to the Eames Street crossing 
of the B&MRR, To do this would call for a $5,000 
appropriation from the Town Meeting. Nothing is 
being said at this time about the possible lateral 
extensions, either on Eames Street, 

Extentions of ths’ sewer mains 1s 2 town wide 
problem, The town will never get goingon its sewer 
problem, unless it starts moving, and until it votes 
money for the mains, 

The laterals, as they are termed, such as the 
ones proposed (after a fashion) for Eames Street, are 
strictly local problems, Laterals would be a 
Betterment vote, after a public hearing, and this 
means participation by the neighbors in the costs, 
Such action is not proposed at this time, 

There are, of course, two sides to any argument 
or discussion, 

The Town Manager believes that if he acts now 
there is a good possiblity of the town getting an 80% 
reimbursement in funds, from the State and Federal 
governments, This would mean, if he is successful, 
approximately $200,000, and would reduce the cost 
of that section of sewer main to only $45,000, 

And Mr Morris believes it is possible to get 
contributions from the nearby industries of up to 
$30,000, This would bring the cost ofthe sewer main 
down to about $15,000 - which admittedly is a very 
low price,

The land involved is over 20

Stevens 1s proposing a road that 
would be sixty feet wide, anda 
little over 900 feet long, with a 
seventy-five foot turn-around at 
the end, 

The Planning Board wants to 
have a second exit, leading over 
to Woburn Street, The Stevens 
Family Trust owns most of the 
land in the area which is on the 
westerly side of Woburn Street, 
but it is not a part of the present 
proposal, 

Stevens and Martinage pointed 
out to the Planning Board that to 
cut a road through to Woburn 
Street would involve a lot ofblast- 
ing, because of the slopes of the 
ledge, in the two areas where it 
might be possible to build such a 
road, They felt, among other 
things, that the road would cause 
a severe loss to the development, 
and would ‘shatter the lay-out of 
the property’, 

They were also concerned about 
‘security’ to the proposed plants 
in the area, which could be abro- 
gated by too easy access to the 
plants, 

Stevens told the board of a num- 
ber of thefts that had taken place 
in the area, mostly of a malicious 
nature, 

He also revealed that, while the 
area was lying dormant, last fall, 
someone went in and stole hundreds 
of yards of sand and gravel, from 
a site that could not be seen from 
either Woburn Street or Eames

feet long,
